| Solution 1s Looked For In Systematic 
Crop Rotation 
“Permanent solution of the soil 
| drifting problem is to be looked for 
jin systematic crop rotation,” declares 
|Professor A, H. Joel, Uniyersity of 
| Saskatchewan, who has just issued q 
jreport on soll surveys made in the 
| Moose Jaw, Swift Current, Govan- 
|lock-Robsart.and Weyburn districts. 
| “Such rotations should include the 
juse of perennial grasses and legumes 
|for the restoration of organic matter 
[to the soil, especially the root fibre,” 
jAdds Prof, Joel. “Each field on the 
| farm should in turn be subject to 
jseeding down and subsequent break- 
ing. Corn or other summerfallow 
jsubstitutes may be used profitably, 
reducing in part, at least, the acreage 
; devoted to the fallow which is par- 
| Ucularly dangerous. Dividing the 
smaller fields, with the 
consequent fencing, and the cultiva- 
tion of each figld under a definite 
rotation systém, will in itself go a 
jlong way in the solution of the drift- 
ling problem.
